been passed since the Evangel 
came into being March 1, 1910. 
Through the sunshine, rain, and 
sometimes storms, the Evangel has 
made its way to the many fields and 
places it has been called upon to 
serve. 


DIFFICULT TIMES 


€ These, however, are difficult times 


for the publication of any paper of 
religious content, since they are not 
held by our Government as being es- 
sential to the war effort. This is a 
most unfortunate viewpoint; it evi- 
dently is quite clear, however, that 
this is the status of all religious publi- 
cations. Not only have all religious 
papers been brought under the effect 
of rationing of paper, but Bibles have 
also been curtailed in publication. De- 
spite the very serious view taken by 
practically all men with respect to re- 
ligious literature, and especially the 
Bible, these are all under very strict 
ration. The tonnage for printing Bi- 
bles has been cut and so far the Gov- 
ernment has refused to increase the 
amount available for the printing of 
Bibles. Indeed, when we think of the 
fact that the Bible is the only thing 
upon which men can lean with com- 
fort and certainty, it is most regret- 
table that the Word of Life apparently 
must be denied them. It was the old 
Book, after all, that made this coun- 
try “worth fighting for.” But with the 
decline in knowledge and acceptance 
of the Word of God, we are becoming 
in political philosophy identical with 
other anti-Christian countries. Un- 
less, through the circulation of the 

ible and religious literature, there 
can be reformation, we cannot con- 
tinue to call ourselves a nation of 
67,000,000 church members. 


THE PRESENT CIRCULATION 


of the Evangel continues at about 27,- 
000; and so far as we now know we 
will be able to continue to print what- 
ever amount of subscriptions come in 
to the publication offices. We have, as 
you have noticed, reduced the size of 
the Evangel slightly, to meet the cuts 
in paper by the War Production 
Board; which now is effective since 
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January 1, 1944, to the extent of 25 
per cent of the amount of paper used 
during 1941. We have, as we cited a 
few weeks ago, changed the weight of 
the paper used and this, with other 
changes in various publications, made 
it possible for us to publish whatever 
amount of papers the subscription list 
requires. We are grateful to the peo- 
ple on the field for their loyalty to 
the Evangel in keeping the circula- 
tion up. We feel reasonably certain 
that there will be no need of curtail- 
ment, unless unforeseen things hap- 
pen. I must say this has, no doubt, 
been the most difficult situation the 
Evangel has had to face due to paper 
rationing. We are confident, however, 
that as early as the war situation im- 
proves to the extent that our Govern- 
ment can see a successful conclusion 
of the war, more paper will be avail- 
able for printing religious literature. 


PURPOSE OF EVANGEL 

The purpose of the Evangel was to 
keep the teachings of the Church be- 
fore its constituent members; that by 
these they might be edified and 
strengthened. If anyone would ques- 
tion the power of the printed page, or 
at least the extent of public appraisal 
of it, a moment’s meditation on the 
vast amount of various periodicals, 
etc., would seem sufficient to con- 


vince even the most critical as to its 
usefulness. Not only was the Evangel 
intended as a means of edification, 
but it also had for its accomplish- 
ment the task of unifying its readers 
in the faith of such doctrines taught 
and to provide fellowship one with 
another, though living apart. There- 
fore, a varied form of contents is al- 
ways carried in each issue, to repre- 
sent so far as reasonably possible all 
departments of the great Church of 
God, to the intent that we may all 
move as one great body of believers 
in Christ. 
RESULTS 

Over the years during which the 
Evangel has been published, regard- 
less of who the editor was, it has 
brought constant blessings unto those 
who chanced to read it. Many have 
been the testimonies to the fact of 
its blessing to them. Many have been 
brought nearer to Christ through its 
ministry; others have been brought 
under conviction for experimental 
salvation; while there have been 
many others who have been healed 
through reading its pages. There is 
now, as there has always been, a con- 
stant string of letters coming to the 
office here, testifying to the extent of 
blessings obtained by reading its con- 
tents. 

A PETITION 


May I ask that during these very 
difficult times, you especially remem- 
ber us in prayer here. At a time when 
we would like most to expand and to 
be able to increase the volume of bus- 
iness in every department, we are 
called upon to hold down and are, by 
Government order, forced to do so. 
This may not be a calamity, but it is 
certainly regrettable. Though cur- 
tailed in paper by Government order, 
nevertheless the business is, in vol- 
ume, greater than that of last year. 
December showed a gain of over 25 
per cent over the same month of last 
year. 

We are giving our best service to 
accomplish all possible with a limited 
means. May God bless you everyone, 
and may we share in your petitions at 
the throne of God.

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Affliction and Grace 


There is no premium on the flesh; 
God cannot use it unless it is conse- 
crated and therefore surrendered un- 
to Him.

Commentators disagree as to what 
this “thorn” actually was. This one 
thing is clear, regardless of what this 
hindrance was, it was for the purpose 
of keeping Paul humble.

Super-Church Activities 


The editor of Midnight Cry gives us 
the following report on super-church 
activities: 

“At least eight organizations of an 
interdenominational character are 
merging their identity into what has 
been named ‘The North American 
Council of Churches,’ it is reported in 
the Christian Standard for January 
8. This would be the largest ecclesias- 
tical combine in the history of Amer- 
ica. It is in line with the church union 
movement going on over all the world 
and presages the super-church that 
will be formed under the Antichrist. 

“Already most of the organizations 
involved have voted favorably on 
merger, and now the ratification of 
the organizations by the denomina- 
tions proposing to hold membership 
in this new combine, is awaiting ac- 
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tion by the official bodies of these 
denominations. 

“Under way several years, the new 
organization’s existence is sufficient- 
ly assured to demand the attention of 
the entire Protestant world, the 
Christian Standard declared. 

“Principal agencies entering the 
combine are: 

1. Federal Council of Churches of 
Christ of America, 

2. International Council of Reli- 
gious Education. 

3. Home Missionary Council of 
North America, 

4. Foreign Missionary Conference of 
North America, 

5. Council of Church Board of Edu- 
cation, 

6. Missionary Education Movement 
of the United States and Canada, 

7. United Stewardship Council, 

8. United Council of Church Wom- 
en.”

The Baptists in Russia 


“A brief pamphlet on the status of 
the Baptists in the U.S.S.R., by J. H. 
Rushbrooke, president of the Baptist 
World Alliance, is now available in 
this country. Dr. Rushbrooke says 
that within the past few months word 
has been received that the Soviet 
Government is ‘doing everything pos- 
sible to help believers’ and that the 
Russian Baptists and ‘Evangelical 


Christians’ (who are also Baptists) 
now number 4,000,000. 

“This report is of special signifi- 
cance because in the past the Soviet 
Government has persecuted the Free 
Churches more than the Orthodox 
Church. A liturgical church was ue 
to take advantage of its freedom fo 
religious worship more fully than the 
Free Churches.”

Russia has ignored the Polish Gov- 
ernment in exile and any contenders 
for postwar consideration of the Rus- 
so-Polish problem, and has set up a 
Polish Communist committee from 
Polish captives to represent and i® 
speak for Poland. A German commit- 
tee from German captives has also 
been selected and set up to act for 
and to represent German interests in 
Germany. With these Polish and Ger- 
man committees set up to represent the 
interests of these two countries, Rus- 
sia has double-crossed her allies, and 
in dealing through these committees 
will leave surrendered Germany and 
surrendered and exiled Poland out in 
the cold, so far as having anything to 
do with the future of these two na- 
tions is concerned, that is, if Russia 
has her way. There is ceftain to be 
confusion and plenty of it around the 
peace table. The Bear is after the prey, 
whether her allies get anything or 
not; and if they do, they will have 
to both fight and argue for it.

According to Christianity and Crisis, 
the Nazis resent the church influ- 
ence in Germany, while on the other 
hand Russia is now supposedly aid- 
ing the “believers.”

“ ‘Even if the press has been purged 
of reactionary elements to a certain 
extent, the pulpits have not been pur- 
ified at all,’ the paper says. ‘Preach- 
ers and priests abuse in audacious and 
highly unseemly manner that freedom 
which has been left to them as a mat- 
ter of principle in execution of the 
spiritual; whereas, National Socialism 
refrained from encroaching on church 
property. Roman Catholic and Protes- 
tant clergymen have set themselves 
up as leaders of a sphere where they 
have neither responsibility nor au- 
thority.’ ”

other tongues, as the Spirit gave them 
utterance,” Acts 2:4. 


O SEE the text right, it would be 
well to take a trip to Jerusalem, 
at least in our mind. There we would 
see a great number of Jews, who came 
from various parts of the world to 
have a great feast which is called the 
harvest feast. This feast was a time 
to show gratitude to God for the 
great harvest to sustain life, also to 
dedicate same to the Lord. With 
hearts in such an attitude toward God 
and mixed with faith are those that 
receive the Holy Ghost. 


REVIVAL POWER 


The day of Pentecost was the day 
that the Holy Ghost was inaugurated 
in the Church. Since that day the 
Holy Ghost has been carrying on bus- 
iness for God in this present world. 
It is not God in person, neither is it 
Jesus in person who contacts souls in 
this world, but it is the Holy Ghost 
who began His work officially on the 
day of Pentecost. He came reproving 
the world as Christ said He would, as 
found in St. John 16:7-11. When He 
came did He start a revival? Yes, the 
greatest the world has ever known. 
He came to the followers of Christ 
who were meeting some discourage- 
ing things; who had gone to Jerusa- 
lem to worship as they had been told 
to do by the mouth of Christ. While 
they were there the feast of harvest 
came to pass; it was a wonderful day 
to the Jews. The Holy Ghost revived 
the Church in His first work to start 
a revival. There were about a hundred 
and twenty in the upper room pray- 
ing and glorifying God and this was 
the group that was filled with the 
Holy Ghost. The revival was on, God 
had honored this harvest feast; the 
Holy Ghost had gone to work, souls 
were filled of Him, and they were 
made happy under the leadership of 
the Spirit. There had never been a 
feast like this one. As the Holy Ghost 
was moving mightily through souls 
who had been baptized of Him, there 
were many who ran to see what was 
taking place. He, the Spirit, had start- 
ed a revival, proclaiming the wonder- 
ful works of God, letting Israel know 
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that she had slain the Son of God, 
who had risen and now is on the 
right hand of God. Many were con- 
victed of their sins, wanting to know 
what to do to be saved. The Spirit 
operating through Peter made them 
to know that they must repent and 
be baptized, honoring the Son of God 
in that you must be baptized in His 
name. The same day about three thou- 
sand souls were added unto them. 

We are still living under the admin- 
istration of the Holy Ghost. In every 
great revival He is there. We have no 
revivals without Him. May we empty 
our lives of self, that we can be filled 
with the Holy Ghost, as the Church 
was on the day of Pentecost. 

Their deeds proved that they were 
filled with the Spirit. I want you to 
get the thought that they were all 
filled with the Holy Ghost; that is 
where the power of the Holy Ghost is 
made known, in that which is fully 
given to Him. “And grieve not the 
holy Spirit of God, whereby ye are 
sealed unto the day of redemption,” 
Eph. 4:30. Where the Spirit has full 
control He is not grieved, therefore 
He revives. You may be down and out, 
and have gone far enough to deny 
Christ as Peter did, but if you will 
yield to the Spirit He will revive you. 
Praise God! He, the Spirit, at Pente- 
cost, did not stop at reviving the 
preacher and the Church, but through 
the channel of the preacher and the 
Church, took hold of those without 
and brought them to repentance. 
There was a revival which was an 
honor to any church, city, state, or 
country. 

POWER IN LANGUAGES 

Perhaps in time and ways there has 
been much effort put forth to try to 
explain away the simplicity and power 
of the Holy Ghost in tongues of Acts 
2:4. May we turn our minds to Jeru- 
salem, which is the place where the 
text was uttered; also it was the 
headquarters of the Jews’ religion. 
The purpose of the gathering was a 
Jewish feast. There were Jews out of 
every nation under heaven at this 
feast. But those who were speaking in 
other tongues (other languages) were 
from Galilee; they were Jews, and, of 


course, they could speak so-called He- 
brew, so could the Jews from other 
parts of the world. Therefore, to un- 
derstand the message of the Lord they 
needed no other language other thang 
their mother language. As proof of 
same, we will notice that after many 
said they heard them speak the won- 
derful works of God, in our tongues, 
others mocked and said they were full 
of new wine. Then Peter standing up, 
preached to the same group of people 
in so-called Hebrew, and they could 
understand him. The other tongues 
that they spoke in were those of oth- 
er languages, not Hebrew. 

Why did they speak in other 
tongues if they could be understood 
otherwise? The Holy Ghost had come 
and He had power to use every lan- 
guage under heaven. “Wherefore 
tongues are for a sign, not to them 
that believe, but to them that believe 
not,” 1 Cor. 14:22. There were many 
who believed not at Pentecost in 
Jerusalem. Also there are many today 
who believe not, so the Holy Ghost has 
the power to use any language that 
He desires, to the glory of God. The 
Spirit in speaking at Pentecost spoke 
in a tongue that some understood, 
where others could not understand 
what was being spoken by the Spirit. 
He spoke in the languages of every 
nation present. Of course, the Jews 
that were born in Egypt did not know 
the languages of all the other nations, 
neither did those from any one na- 
tion know the languages of other 
nations. I might illustrate it in this 
manner: A Jew that was born in 
America can understand the English 
language, if it is spoken by the Spirit, 
or any one else; but a Jew that was 
born in Germany can not understand 
the English language, neither could 
the one born in America understand 
the German language; but both can, 
in my opinion, understand the Jewish 
language. Find the Jew anywhere and 
see if he knows his mother language. 
This was the condition with the Jews 
on the day of Pentecost, as they were 
there from all nations. 

The Spirit may speak in a language 
that would require an interpreter, as 
recorded in 1 Corinthians 14th chap- 
ter, in order to be understood. And I 
believe there are times when He is

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Shall We Believe God or Man? 


ELD. R. L. BLANKENSHIP 


An article dealing with the financial 

support of the New Testament Church. 
Mal. 3:8 

I am a firm believer in God’s Word 
being His revealed will to man, and 
when any man teaches contrary to 
what the Scriptures teach he does 
not have the Holy Ghost. It is writ- 
ten, “Heaven and earth shall pass 
away, but my word shall never pass 
away.” “For what if some did not 
believe? shall their unbelief make the 
faith of God without effect? God for- 
bid: yea, let God be true, but every 
man a liar,” Rom. 3:3,4. 

Now for our thought, “THE SUP- 
PORT OF THE CHURCH” with your 
income. What should you do? How 
much should you give? Or should 
you give anything? Some may say do 
nothing, give nothing. Some give their 
tithe. Some give more, others less. 
Some may think it’s up to their own 
thoughts, or whatever they choose to 
give; but we shall try to set forth from 
the New Testament God’s will in 
giving to the Church and the support 
of same. 

In Matt. 22:17, 21 you may easily see, 
Jesus is speaking of money. “Then 
saith he unto them, Render (give or 
pay) therefore unto Caesar the things 
that are Caesar’s; and unto God the 
things (money) that are God’s.” But 
the sad plight of these good people is 
that they feel it all belongs to 


self and none belongs to God 
at all. But the Bible says that 
the tithe belongs to God, Mal. 


3:8, and it does NOT BELONG TO 
MAN. The CHURCH IS GOD’S 
DIVINE INSTITUTION AND the 
tithes belong to the CHURCH. 

There is WORSHIP in giving. Matt. 
2:11. Yes, the wise- men gave their 
gold, frankincense, and myrrh. God 
was with them, led them and blessed 
them, they worshiped God with their 
substance. 

Was judgment, mercy and faith 
under the law? We are saved by 
faith, yet Jesus said, These ought ye 
to have done and not to LEAVE THE 
OTHER (tithe paying) UNDONE 
(or unpaid). Now oppose what Jesus 
said. Do you remember the story of 
the poor widow? Mark 12:41-44. Christ 
commended her for giving her 
ALL. Redder, go over these scriptures 
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closely and ask yourself the question, 
“How much am I giving to the 
CHURCH?” “How much do I put into 
the treasury?” Remember, God loves a 
cheerful giver. Well, if He loves a 
cheerful giver, how do you suppose He 
feels toward a _ stingy tightwad 
that will not give cheerfully? 


John 3:16 says, “GOD so loved the 
world, that HE GAVE.” Love prompts 
one to GIVE, and to GIVE until the 
worthy cause or need is taken care of, 
regardless of how much. We cannot 
stop at tithe. Some one says, “Tithe 
is under the law.” Well, if so, offerings 
are under the law. So, blessed be 
nothing. Remember Mal. 3:8 says of- 
ferings as well as tithes. If your 
argument will stand up about tithes 
being under the law, well offerings are 
under the law. See 2 Cor. 12:13, “For 
what is it wherein ye were INFERIOR 
to other churches (Webster’s inferior 
means lower quality, cheap in its 
value, or lower degree, one who is in- 
ferior to another).” Paul repented 
and asked forgiveness for not being 
a burden to the Church, “FORGIVE 
ME THIS WRONG.” Do you want the 
preacher to do wrong? Well, get un- 
der the burden and support him. 


Shall I lay by or in store so much of 
my income? 1 Cor. 16:1,2, “Upon the 
first day (Sunday) of the week let 
every one (no excuse for any) of you 
lay by him in store as God hath 
prospered him, that there be no gath- 
erings when I come.” What about it, 
brother? You never give, you never 
lay aside anything for the Church 
or any one else. You have nothing 
but an excuse and alibi. Oh, 
I know you are getting warmed up by 
now. But, didn’t you ask for this? Did 
you not want to know where to find 
in the New Testament, scriptures that 
teach the support of the New Testa- 
ment Church? Oh yes, God loves a 
cheerful giver. 2 Cor. 9:7. See also 2 
Cor. 9:5,13. 1 Tim. 5:17,18, “Let the 
elders that rule well be counted 
worthy of double honor (pay).” In 
short, the Scriptures teach that the 
elder or minister that rules well, 
should get twice as much as the one 
who does not rule well. The Scriptures 
saith, “Thou shalt not muzzle the ox 
(elder) that treadeth out the corn. 


And the laborer (elder) is worthy of 


his reward (money).” Matt. 10:10. 
The workman is worthy of his meat. 
1 Cor. 9:7-14. “Who goeth a warfare 
(gospel war) any time at his own 
charge (or will)? Who planteth a

thereof? or who feedeth a flock, an 

eateth not the milk of the flock? Say 
I these things as a man? or saith the 
law also? For it is written in the law 
of Moses (this was never annuled 
on the cross), THOU SHALT NOT 


MUZZLE THE OX (elder) THAT 
TREADETH OUT THE CORN. (Are 
you an ox muzzler?) DOTH GOD 


TAKE CARE OF OXEN (elders by 
tithes) ? Or saith he it altogether fo 
our sakes? For our (elders) sakes, no 
doubt, it was written.” No doubt, you 
will still doubt, but Paul says, “For our 
sakes, NO DOUBT it was written: 
that he that ploweth should plow in 
hope (the plowing elder expects 
something for his work); and he that 
thresheth in hope should be partaker 
of his hope (or be disappointed). If 
we (preachers) have sown (preached) 
unto you (church) spiritual things, 
is it a great thing if we shall reap 
your carnal things (money) ? If others 
(preachers) be partakers of this pow- 
er over you, are not we rather? Never- 
theless, we have not used this power 
(demanded); but suffer (in need) all 
things, lest we should hinder the gos- 
pel of Christ. Do you not know that 
they (elders) which minister about 
holy things live of the things of the 
temple (church)? and they (elders) 
which wait at the altar are partakers 
with the altar? Even so hath (not 
going to) the Lord ordained (or 
appointed) that they (elders) who 
preach the Gospel should live of the 
gospel.” 

Brother, why are you trying to 
change the thing God Himself has 
ordained? Don’t you know you 
will be lost if you keep on fighting 
and opposing the truth? See Gal. 6:6, 
“Let him that is taught in the word 
communicate (supply the needs) unto 
him (the elder) that teacheth in all 
good things.” Phil. 4:14, “Notwith- 
standing ye have well done (sup- 
ported well) that ye (church) did 
communicate (supply the money) 
with my affliction.” 

As the Hebrews were New Testa- 
ment Christians, here we see Heb. 7:9, 
“And asI (Paul) may so say, Levi also, 
who receiveth tithes, payed tithes in 
Abraham.” Jesus said, “If ye be

office would extend to us every cour- 
tesy granted others. 

Many thanks for your prayers and 
for the valuable assistance of others, 
including Rev. J. Elwin Wright, of 
the National Association of Evangeli- 
cals, who in his conference with Gen- 
eral Arnold in the forenoon put our 
position before him so that at 2 p. m. 
we found the General in a most un- 
derstanding attitude. He at length ex- 
plained the work of chaplains and of 
the efforts being put forth by his 
office to serve our nation in this 
great crisis. He introduced us to 
others of the chaplains of different 
denominations and also sent us to the 
office of Chaplain Zimmerman, who 
very courteously gave us helpful in- 
formation and insisted that he show 
us their records. Incidentally, Chap- 
lain Zimmerman graduated from the

college that Brother Lemons had at- 
tended in Iowa.

This is a day of opportune time for 
the saints of God to accomplish most 
for God. Yes, the path of the war 
makes vulnerable every soul to the 
attack of the destroyer. Let us pray 
with fastings as never before in our 
lives, that God will come on the scene 
and salvage thousands, yea millions 
of our boys from this unprecedented 
system of destruction. Along in the 
wake of this terrible thing a spirit 
of regimentation is gripping our girls 
with its talons of false emergency. We 
need a revival of the power of the 
gospel to revolutionize this world 
right now. The power of God is the 
only thing at this particular time 
that has any chance to change the 
mind of man, let alone his heart.

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MENTAL LIBERTY ; 


(The following speech was delivered 
by Claude Phillips in a recent chapel 
program at Bible Training School.) 


As a child I had the childish habit 
of asking ridiculous questions. You 
know, the type of questions we never 
think of answering; such as, “Why 
does a policeman wear brass but- 
tons?” or “Why is it easier to go down 
hill than up?” 

As I have grown older, I have re- 
tained the innate curiosity to under- 
stand the why of things. I believe 
that we, as individuals, should be al- 
lowed the privilege of inquiring into 
any problem, but I believe just as 
firmly that we are being denied this 
privilege simply because of the atti- 
tudes of other people. When this 
privilege is denied us, we are being 
denied the opportunity of philoso- 
phical, scientifical, and other educa- 
tional advancements. Autocracy in 
government has been denied the 
privilege of entering this country, 
but mental autocracy is constantly 
being permitted. How? By the atti- 
tude of ridicule on the part of the 
general public for anyone who thinks 
for himself. We should think for our- 
selves, not only to thwart the above 
mentioned autocracy, but to also have 
the satisfaction of possessing mental 
independence. 

Mental liberty does not come free; 
it is purchased at a very great price. 
The reason that we have our many 
modern conveniences today is be- 
cause some few people have been will- 
ing to pay the price of mental free- 
dom. That price is the laughs, sneers, 
and ridicule of the world. 

In the.first part of this century 
two Wright brothers were carrying 
out an idea of theirs that man could 
fly. Now this had been tried before 
many, many times, but never fully 
successful. They were laughed at, and 
made fun of; but in the face of this 
they took the mental liberty of think- 
ing for themselves. They carried their 
plans through and then one notable 
day startled the world by actually 
flying. One newspaper reporter sent 
in a report of this flight to his news- 
paper and was immediately fired for 
wasting his time on such impossibili- 
ties. But this ridicule soon changed 
to glory and honor for the Wright 
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brothers when people found they had 
actually flown even in the face of 
world mental opposition. At this same 
price we have automobiles, boats, 
guns, locomotives, and even the sim- 
pler objects of tooth paste, cloth, etc. 


There is a side other than the phy- 
sical one just presented. It is the side 
that comes under mind alone, that 
of philosophers, scientists, and educa- 
tors. These have won their position 
because they have dared to defy 
dogma and seek truths from a ration- 
al, yet logical, conclusion of facts. Yet 
this has been at the same price al- 
ready mentioned. Before Thales, the 
father of philosophy, the world and its 
condition was taken for granted. He 
went further than any other man had 
gone and tried to give a reason for 
the world and man being here. He 
did not know our personal God as we 
know Him, therefore we cannot con- 
demn him too much for naming 
water as the basic substance of the 
world. Wrong? Yes, but he still had 
a mental freedom that other people 
had been afraid to take. 


Just as these doctrines dealing with 
physical attributes were at first re- 
jected and then were gradually per- 
mitted to dwell with man, so also 
were these new doctrines, coming 
after Thales, of mind as entity sep- 


arate from physical. For this doctrine 
Socrates, because of his mental free- 
dom which he openly used, suffered 
one of the most noble and manly 
deaths in history. On the day of his 
execution he calmly drank the 
poison; calmly expounded his doc- 
trine; and calmly expired, leaving his 
condemners and executioner in tears. 

In like manner, Paul, the apostle, 
because of his recognition of the 
miracle performed by God in his life, 
was forced to pay the capital price 
for preaching and practicing his con- 
victions. Through the years many 
great men have paid the price of 
mental freedom, such as Abelard, 
Aquinis, Wycliff, Luther, Bacon, and 
numerous others. Even today people 
are being laughed at who think for 
themselves. 

With these many examples for us 
to pattern after and profit from, we 
are still afraid to think for ourselves. 
We are often slow to probe into a 
problem either because we are so 
dogmatic that we do not want to 
change our opinion or else we are 
afraid that the results we find will 
weaken our belief in God and His 
plan. This need not be, for there has 
never been a proven fact that conitra- 
dicted the belief in the existence of 
God. I have found that probing into 
problems is very practical for everyday 
experiences. If I understand the 
foundation or basic principle of a 
problem, I can much more clearly un- 
derstand the problem itself. 


Let us never be afraid then to delve 
into our problems. Let us exercise our 
mental liberty which the world can- 
not deprive us of, even with its ridi- 
cule, and think for ourselves. Let us 
dare then to speak our convictions 
when we have sufficient proof and 
reason, and then, by the help of God, 
let us dare to live them.

Important Mission Meeting 

The Mission Board and _ School 
Board met in joint session at the 
Church of God Publishing House 
Wednesday, January 26, 1944, and 

@« two days of discussion here all 
went to the Church of God Bible 
School and College at Sevierville, 
Tennessee, where they labored faith- 
fully until past midnight Friday 
night and met again Saturday morn- 
ing to finish up the work. 

During these meetings plans were 
made for an intensive and extensive 
campaign for the improvement of the 
future of our mission work. Although 
vast prominence is being given to 
foreign missions in the school, yet the 
School Board and the President 
pledged themselves to undertake to 
improve and enlarge upon their 
course in missions, and have already 
begun work on the improvements so 
that it will be ready for the beginning 
of the next term of school. 

The Mission Board interviewed 
‘twenty-eight prospective missionaries 
among the students in school, and we 
have learned since that there are still 
others who are preparing themselves 
for the mission field. We feel that 
surely with the many urgent calls we 


now have for missionaries and with 
the prospects of so many open fields 
at the end of the war, God must be 
talking to our young people about 
preparing themselves for the mission 
work. 
or “Many are Called but Few are 
Chosen” 
Matthew 22:14 

Sometimes in the past the Mission 
Board has been blamed for not send- 
ing out all those who made applica- 
tion to be considered, but, of course, 
there are certain qualifications need- 
ed for each opening that we have, and 
sometimes those who applied were 
not qualified to fill the places that 
were open. Physical condition of ap- 
plicant and family must be taken in- 
to consideration and women gener- 
ally can be used only where there are

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other missionaries with whom they 
can work. 

Year by year the responsibilities are 
becoming greater on those who are 
sent to the foreign fields, and the 
governments of the world are becom- 
ing more particular about the quali- 
fications of missionaries they accept. 
In order for us to keep our mission 
work advancing it is going to be 
necessary for some of our young peo- 
ple to prepare themselves for the 
mission field. 

We are now arranging a _ special 
questionnaire to be sent out to all 
those who are interested, either for 
present or future work in the foreign 
field,, and if you feel your calling 
please write the Church of God Mis- 
sion Department for one of these 
questionnaires, whether you feel that 
you should go now or whether you 
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If you have felt the call to the 
foreign mission field be sure to 
read this article. If you have not 
felt the call please pray for God 
to send forth laborers into the 
field that is white unto harvest. 
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feel that you should prepare yourself 
for future work there. The Board is 
interested in helping and advising 
you as to your preparation for the 
work that God has called you to do, 
and we will be glad to cooperate in 
any way possible. 

No doubt, many are like the man 
to whom the text above refers, they 
have felt the call but they have not 
prepared themselves and are not in 
position at this time for the Mission 
Board to “choose” them as one of 
the outgoing missionaries. The com- 
mand of Jesus is still in effect to “go 
ye into all the world and preach the 
gospel to every creature,” and the 
Mission Board stands ready to do all 
within its power to help you to fill 
the call if God has called you. If God 
has not called you to go, please pray 
for those whom He has called.—M. P.

From El Salvador 

“I spent a week on the Balsome 
Coast District last month and we had 
a very blessed time there; a district 
pastor is going there to open up a 
new work where the folks gave us a 
very good welcome.

From St. Kitts 
“About twenty-five years ago the 
Pentecostal : from 
, opened a work in St. 
Kitts and seemed to do well until the 
depression set in, and then for lack 
of funds all their workers were with- 
drawn. They had four assemblies in 
St. Kitts. Two of these succeeded in 
erecting meeting rooms. The first 
room was at Basseterre where Sister 
Halstead is, and the other ten miles 
out at a place called Tabernacle. 


“In Basseterre they had a very good 
gathering, and were able to erect a 
very good building, but owing to no 
supervision, wolves got in among the 
flock and made divisions. Some went 
over to the Church and 
some to other places. Sister Halstead 
has remained true and refused to be 
anything but Pentecostal. She and 
about twelve others have kept to- 
gether and have been praying and 
believing that God would again send 
them help and build up the Taber- 
nacle that has fallen down. When I 
arrived there on the 25th, I was met 
by Sister Halstead and Brother 
Green. They had borrowed the Sal- 
vation Army Hall and arranged a 
welcome meeting for me.

talking to God and when He is not to 
be understood by man. There are 
times that He wishes that we know 
some things and He speaks in the 
language that we can understand. For 
proof look at Acts 13:2; 21:11; 2:6-11. 

I realize that the New Testament 
was written in Greek, but this doesn’t 
mean that the words when first spok- 
en were in Greek. It is much easier to 
conceive the idea that at a Jewish 
feast they would use the Jewish lan- 
guage which all Jews knew. It is very 
likely that some of them knew no 
other than the Hebrew language. May 
your attention be called to a time 
when Paul was in the hands of the 
chief captain at Jerusalem. As the 
Jews were desiring to kill him, he 
asked the chief captain to permit him 
to speak to him; then he was asked 
by the captain if he could speak 
Greek. Paul’s reply is found in Acts 
21:39, “I am a man which am a Jew 
of Tarsus, a city in Cilicia, a citizen 
of no mean city: and, I beseech thee, 
suffer me to speak unto the people.” 
He was permitted to speak, and he 
spoke to them in the Hebrew tongue. 
See Acts 21:40, then go to Acts, chap- 
ter 22, for the message he delivered 
in the Hebrew tongue. 

I think further proof that the text 
was likely first spoken in Hebrew is 
indicated in John 19:19,20, “And Pi- 
late wrote a title, and put it on the 
cross. And the writing was, JESUS OF 
NAZARETH THE KING OF THE 
JEWS. This title then read many of 
the Jews: for the place where Jesus 
was crucified was nigh to the city: 
and it was in Hebrew, and Greek, and 
Latin.” 

Here I give you a little experience 





of one whom I know well, which ts 
in keeping with the above scriptures. 
This one that I speak of is a minister, 
who one time was desiring to know 
the will of God as to his work for the 
new year, insomuch that he was pray- 
ing, asking God to guide him arigh 
His place of prayer was in the churcE’ 
of which he was pastoring at that 
time. He prayed a number of days. 
Then and there the Holy Ghost spoke 
in English the name of the church 
and town that he would pastor, and 
it came to pass as the Spirit said. 

This same minister was conducting 
a revival near Kennedy, Ala., and 
while speaking one night the Spirit 
uttered a few words that the speaker 
knew not.

For 
proof look at Acts 13:2; 21:11; 2:6-11. 

I realize that the New Testament 
was written in Greek, but this doesn’t 
mean that the words when first spok- 
en were in Greek. It is much easier to 
conceive the idea that at a Jewish 
feast they would use the Jewish lan- 
guage which all Jews knew. It is very 
likely that some of them knew no 
other than the Hebrew language. May 
your attention be called to a time 
when Paul was in the hands of the 
chief captain at Jerusalem. As the 
Jews were desiring to kill him, he 
asked the chief captain to permit him 
to speak to him; then he was asked 
by the captain if he could speak 
Greek. Paul’s reply is found in Acts 
21:39, “I am a man which am a Jew 
of Tarsus, a city in Cilicia, a citizen 
of no mean city: and, I beseech thee, 
suffer me to speak unto the people.” 
He was permitted to speak, and he 
spoke to them in the Hebrew tongue. 
See Acts 21:40, then go to Acts, chap- 
ter 22, for the message he delivered 
in the Hebrew tongue. 

I think further proof that the text 
was likely first spoken in Hebrew is 
indicated in John 19:19,20, “And Pi- 
late wrote a title, and put it on the 
cross. And the writing was, JESUS OF 
NAZARETH THE KING OF THE 
JEWS. This title then read many of 
the Jews: for the place where Jesus 
was crucified was nigh to the city: 
and it was in Hebrew, and Greek, and 
Latin.” 

Here I give you a little experience 





of one whom I know well, which ts 
in keeping with the above scriptures. 
This one that I speak of is a minister, 
who one time was desiring to know 
the will of God as to his work for the 
new year, insomuch that he was pray- 
ing, asking God to guide him arigh 
His place of prayer was in the churcR’ 
of which he was pastoring at that 
time. He prayed a number of days. 
Then and there the Holy Ghost spoke 
in English the name of the church 
and town that he would pastor, and 
it came to pass as the Spirit said. 
This same minister was conducting 
a revival near Kennedy, Ala., and 
while speaking one night the Spirit 





uttered a few words that the speaker 


knew not. But there was a college stu- 
dent in the audience who understood 
the words of the Holy Ghost, they 
being Latin. Then he inquired if the 
minister knew Latin, but the minis- 
ter knew not one word of Latin. 

The Spirit can speak and comfort 
in the time of trouble, as in the case 
with this same man. He was once 
falsely accused and it was of a nature 
that would somewhat cast a shadow 
on his influence. He was hurt so deep- 
ly that his sleep was disturbed, and 
to. God in prayer he went. While pray- 
ing the Spirit spoke in English and 
let him know that he was as clear of 
the accusation as the angels of heav- 
en. Face to face it was proven as the 
Spirit uttered. 

May we honor the Holy Ghost in 
His office that He will make His power 
known in our lives.
